'life a burden in this manner. 


It is by no means an uncommon 


form of persecution, and since the in-

feel that it was manufactured for the 
sole purpose of killing time. A "prac- 
tical ;ol:er" in Los Angeles a few days 
ago- "ribbed up" 175 people to call 
up another man on the phone and 
ask him n fool question.

has almost rendered ir a hindrance 
i athcr than a help to the business man. 
In addition to those who use it as a 
ioy .there is another nuisance in those 
who cut i:i on a par'y line and retail 
ihe gossip of tbe neighborhood to their 
friends, 
keeping waiting those who 


have something really iaiportant to 
talk of. 


The mnn or woman who does not 


understand the proper use of the in- 
strument might do well tc paste these 
rules on the transmitter: 


1. Don't call a man to the telephone 


for a sociable chat during business 
hours. 


2. Don't, waste the tirne of other 


people by talking longer than is nec- 
essary. 


1 Don't jolly central and keep oth- 


ers waiting. Give central your number 
only. Anvthing more is an imposition 
on tbe other sabsciibcrs. 


4. Don't use the office telephone to 


carry on personal conversations. 


3. Don't relate arossip over the wire. 


If you must tell it. ivrite It. 


6. Don't ;ise the telephone, at all un- 


less you have something to say. 


The observance of these few simple 


rules would gren'ly facilitate the work 
of the central and render the telephone 
a help to a business ir-an. It is now 
too frequently a nuisance.

BOMB SEARCHING HUMORS. 


AmnsiiiK Side IjiKht on the Condi- 


tions In Russia. 


A letter received by a prominent civil 


engineer in New York from a friend 
•who is connected with a large copper 
company ot Batum, Russia, throws an 
amusing side light on conditions as 
they exist in Russia today, says the 
New York Post The letter says: 


"When across the dull monotony of 


daily' business events a little fun comes 
to lighten the situation one wishes to 
share it with his friends. Therefore 
this letter. 


'•Some time ago we imported from 


Germany a number of round steel bails 
for making ball bearings for machinery 
at the smelter -which is to carry heavy 
loads. I suppose these balls may Jiave 
been from an inch to two inches in di- 
ameter and were machined smooth and 
strictly spherical. How they originally 
got through the custom house tradition 
saith not. 


'•In due course the balls were deliv- 


ered to Kaplan's machine shop, the 
contract having been let to him to j 
make the machinery into which the 
balls were to be installed. "Within the 
last few days the authorities have 
been making a minute search for 
bombs and similar strenuous things 
and among other places searched Kap- 
lan's shop. 


"The searchers soon came upon the 


steel balls and immediately recognized 
that here were bombs which they had 
been seeking and which they then and 
there seized officially and with avidity. 
Before the usual official analyses were 
started our expert succeeded in con- 
vincing the officials that these balls 
were for mechanical purposes only aft- 
er he had been at great trouble to show 
them the drawings and explain to them 
the application of the balls in fullest 
detail. 


"But during the transaction the offi- 


cials got their eyes on two ancient can- 
non balls and were now sure that they 
had at last found the bombs. I be- 
lieve these cannon balls were used in 
a sort of ball mill which they had at 
the foundry for grinding up molding 
sand to a proper degree of fineness 
The cannon balls are now in the offi- 
cial government laboratory, where it 
is expected that a detailed and care- 
ful analysis will demonstrate that they 
are instruments of violence and should 
either be retained or sunk in the Black 
sea.

GoTernment 


The "modernization"' of Capitol hill 


at \\ aslimgtoa by the installation ol 
uudergrouud connections is proceediu; 
apace, "writes a special correspondent 
of the Xetv York Post When all those 
in course of building or projected aiv 


] finally completed there will be a net- 


j work of them, radiating from the capi- 


j tol and skirting its eastern edge. 


I 
Within a few weeks the greatest of 


these projects, the twin bore through 
Capitol hill from the south or Potomac 
side to the new -Union station, will bt 
completed and ready for railroad traf- 
fic. These pa'rallel tubes under First 
street, on which fronts the Library ol 
Congress, will afford southern rail traf- 
fic direct and speedy ingress and egress 
at thf new railroad center of the capi- 
tal. The southbound tunnel is already 
complete, with track laid and ballasted 
ready for use. Tbe other track, for 
trains approaching the station, requires 
but little work for its similar comple- 
tion. 


Ihore are many surface indications 


of the fact that the tunnels were bur- 
rowecl out and not built on the open cut 
method. As the level of the tracks i 
forty feet below the street, the borin: 
process was given preference. Soon a 
sinking of the asphalt street and the 
ornamental 
coping 
of 
the 
capitol 


grounds was noticed. The section af- 
fected was fenced off and "the surface 
filled in to bring it up to the former 
level. But the sinking has apparently 
continued, and there is now a notice- 
able depression all along that part of 
the line in, front of the library. 


This has caused renewed concern for 


the safety of the greatly admired 
bronze group of Iseptune, his sea 
horses and mermaids adorning thu 
fountain adjacent to the outside stair- 
case, constituting the main approach 
to the building. So far the group and 
the basin proper show no sign of dam- 
age, btit the granolithic pavement abut- 
ting ou the basin has already opened 
up seven-eighth inch cracks along the 
lines parallel to the tunnel. 


The first underground tramway ou 


"the hill"' was the conduit connecting 
the library with the capitol. It is not 
large enough to transport people, but 
'•Can' -rush a stack of books from the 
librarian's desk in the great reading 
room to the substation just outside o 
Statuary hall in the capitol in a few 
moments. 
This and the railroad ttm- 


nel first mentioned are the two ex- 
tremes in the new Capitol hill under- 
ground service. 
The second in point 


of size will be the passenger tanuels 
which will connect the capitol with 
the new senate office building to the 
northeast and with the house of rep- 
resentatives office building to the south- 
east. There are likely to be short un- 
derground connections also between 
these buildings and the railroad tun- 
nel itself. 
They may not appear to 


be of much practical advantage to the 
general public at first glance, but there 
is an interesting intimation that the 
railroads may run "roll call specials"' 
for hasty statesmen, lauding them di- 
rectly at the doors of their committee 
rooms, and '•dinner expresses" to rush 
them iiway at tbe end of the day, so 
that they need lose not a moment of 
time. If so, the underground 'connec- 
tions, sheltering busy statesmen from 
storm and avoiding the necessity of 
cab hire ami the risk of missing the' 
train in the end, will surely prove pop- 
ular. 


Another iype of underground con- 


nection is urged to connect the capitol 
and the government printing office. 
The exact size remains to be determin- 
ed, but it will be larger than the con- 
nection with the library and not so bit; 
as the passageways to the office build- 
ings. It may be only a pneumatic tube 
eventually, but a greater likelihood is 
that it will be an electric railway af- 
fair. with a capacity of several hun- 
dred pounds of government "litera- 
ture"' at a trip. There has long been 
a demand at the capitol far a more 
up to date method than that now in 
vogue of transporting "copy"' from ap- 
propriation committee room5: to the bu' 
priutery. 
Bicycle messengers do the 


work as acceptably a* possible, bin 
there are bound to be delayc. due to 
stormy weather, phy-ic.il fatigue or 
punctured tire1;. Then the able states- 
men at the r-apitol may sit niul fume 
while clerks telephone-frantically back 
and forth to locate the mipsintr copy 
and proofs.
